Hc(:aulelllbm Iloy Pnr Eight Years a
Presbyterian Missionary In
Persin.

NOW IN THROES OF CIVil. WAR
Tabris, Parsiy,
July 24, 1908

You are, no doubt, mtorested
in tho reports of the present
trouples in Persia between the
Shah and the parhament, Tabrz
has been the sceoe of civil war
for aver & mouth. The sound ol
rifle firing isalmost constantly in
our ears, day apd night. 1 hear
the “oaug, baug" vow as [ write.
There are no open battles, but
they fight from behind walls,]
buildings and barricades. There
18 no immediate danger to the
Christian population here, excapt
from stray bullets which come
pretty close sometimes. Our
buildings have boen 1o range of
the firing part of the Lime, and
bullets hava been flying over us
One struck our dispensary. We
do not go out on the street any
more than necessary, bub are
continuing our preaching servi-
ces, Tne greatest danger at
present is from bread riots, The
shops have been closed for more
than a month, there 18 no worlk,
and food, especially bread, is very
scarce. We'have many appesls
for help from the poor, both Ar.
menians and Moslems, and are
doing what little we can, We see
no hope of a speedy end, as nel-
ther side takes dny decisive step.
Houses of prominent men on both
. smdes have been looted of every-
thing, even taking out doors and
windows. | went with vor Con-
sul to see the house of s high
chapcellor, & prominent man on
the side of the parliament, It
had, perhaps, 40 rooms in 11, and
had been looted of everything—
store rooms and cellars of all sup
phas, and the Aoors covered with
broken dishes and glass, [ saw
about a hundred shops that had
been looted.

I returned recently firom a tour
168 miles to the south from Tab
riz (our field extends 40 miles
further), and got buck before the
troubles began, P.rhaps yon no
ticed 10 the papers thrt the Far
man Farma, recently governor of
Tabriz, led an nusuceessial expe
dition against the Kurds last win
ter av Ins own expeuse, After
wards he returned to one of s
villages near Miandvob, [ ealled
on him while in Miandvob, Learu
ing that | was a mimster, he 1n-
vited me to come o his village on
Sunday to the Armenian church
and preach to his Armenian sub-
jeets,  Uponanquiry he sad he
had read some of the New Testa
ment, but had vope with him, and
i 1 bad one to give im he wonld
be very theukful, I had dispos
ai of all T had with me, but told
tim I would mml him onefrom
Tabriz  He ls the great grand-
son of Futh All Shal, a formey
king, and brother-in-law of the
proesent Shah,

One Bunday evenmg i Sain
Kalla, my audienco cousisted of
two Kurds, three Persisns, and
two Jews.  After the Kurds left,
the Persinns tried to get the Jews
and me into & discussion, but not
Succeeding, I proposed that as
We represented three differont
religions each should tell the
grennd of his hope of the forgive:
ness of s, The Jew said they
Were great sinners, but they kept
the fast and observed prayer and
guve alms and left it to God wheeh
or He would forgive their sins or
nok. The Moslem sald his hope
Was based on the fact that who-
evor loved their Prophet would
have his sing forgiven through
his mediation, "The other two did
notb uccept thay answer, but aaid
“"I must obey and

Aunother veteran of the Civil
War, and one of MceConuells
burg's oldest eitizans, died at his
home on South KFirst, street, n
this place, on Tueslay wmorning,
aged 80 years, Y months, and 27
days.

Mr, Kelly served three periods
of enlistment 1 the U, 8, army
during the Civil War, The rirs!
was threo months in 1561; the
second, nine months, in 15864, he
being o member of Company C,
122nd regiment P, V., and the
third period of service was in
Company D, drd regiment—rein.
histing in 1863,

He was born o Franklin county
and came to this county after the
war and engaged 10 the business
of wagon maling. In 1870 he
was married to Miss Mary Ann
Bishop, who survives bim. Mr.
Kelly was & member of the Re-
formed church, a quiet moffen
sive man, and agood citizen, He
was also a member of King Post,
G, A. R, and ope of its charter
meimbars,

Electricity of the Clouds is Not the Same
: Kind That Is Used ln Lighting
| Yonr Home.
{ The havoo wrought oy hghtning
[every year 18 in no small way
respousible for the natural fear
Lol electricity, The bhinding tash
:'{'-.eq. of the staune discharges and
the erashing reports of the omin
| ous thunder strike terror to the

stontest hearts, and tha foar re

« nulammutﬂ'q wverything eleciri-
cil.  As aresult people are afraid
of the lightowng eircuit, the tele-
phone, the trollay wires and of
everythimg which depends l.lpm
electricity as a source of power.

The folly of this is apparent to
every electrical englueer,
they take little pamins to educate
the people to the fact that electri-
city 18 Just as sufe as any other
kind of power.

In the first place tne electricivy
of the clonds 18 not the same
kind as turns the wheeis of the
vieetric cars or makes incandes-
cent the tilaments of the eleotric
lnmps, Lightning is static elec
tricity—electricivy that 1s pot in
molion except when 1t leaps from
ote ovariondad objact to another,
When a thunder cloud
overcharged with static
city a discharge takds place.
I'he electricity used for heat,
power and light is always 1o mo-
tion 1t cannot be kept quiet. 1t
is generated by magnetie machin
ary and differs matenally from
static electricity, which can be
generated by frietion-by rubbing
glass with silk,

There is no reason to be
of the ordinury
lightning circmit sueh as 18 used
in housed illomimated with elec-
tricity.

An Automobile Decision,

The appellate division of the
New York supreme courtdecides
that the owner of an sutomobile
i8 nol necessarly responsible in
law for an accident caused by n
machine while it is being operat-
ad by the chauifer 1n the absence
of the owner, The majority of
the court holds that evenf the
ehauffer 1s rauning the machine
for is own pleasure, with the
consent of the owner, the latter
Is not responsible, while 1n the
opiaion of the dissenting jnstices
the owner can escape liability on-
ly when the ehaufler is using the
machine without his employer’s
permission, In writing the ma-
jority opoion Justice Clark lays
down the principle that an auto
mobile is vot to be classed as a
“dapgerous instrumentalityany
more than a carrmage and team of
horses, “It may be,' he declar-
es, “that it would be wiseand in
the public interest that responsi
bility for an scidemt caused by
an automohle should beafiixed |
to the owner thereof, irrespective
of the person driving it, but the
law does wot so provide.’” All
the justices agree that when a
chauffer takes an automobile out
without the consent of hisemploy-
ar there 18 no liability of the lat
ter.

A correspondant ol an avtomo
bile journal recently lamented
the less rigid restrictions which
surround chauffeurs in this coun-

try as comparad with their Eo.
ropean brethren. Abroad the

qualiications of the chauffers,
with especisl reference to his
ability to svoid accidents, are
carefully inquired into by the au
thorities before he 18 permitted
to drive an sutomobile, The num-
ber of accidents caused by ghauf
feurs out ou & lark wih thewr
friends 18 notorluul, and the vie-
ums of this class of loctdauta oan
look for pecuniary resonipanse
only to the chauffer and not the
owuver, Justios Clarke's sugges
won for sy amendment to the law

Must Sign Contracts.

Word was receved at the State
Capitol of a decision which
romoves any doubt about the
powers of the law in dealing with
township suparvisors who refose
to sign contracts for reconstruc
tion of roads when petitions have
been made, The case arose o
Butler county, where the super-
visors of Adams township peti-
tioned ftor the rebumlding of about
a mile of road, but when the time
came to sign the contract balked
[oa it. Action was brought be
fore Judge Galbraith, who grant.
ad a writ of peremptory man-
damus against the supervisors
requiring them to sign the con-
tract

Cases have arsen where coun-
ty commissioners and township
supervisors were required to
sign contracts after muaking pe-
titions, but this settles the gues-
tion whether supervisors can re-
fuse when the time comes to sign.
